Downtown 
to receive 
facelift 

Like an elegant lady who may 
need surgery to remove some of 
the time-worn wrinkles on her 
face, Romulus will soon get a 
facelift. 

Starting from its streets and 
moving to its buildings, the re- 
vitalization process that was 
launched 3'/ 2 years ago is begin- 
ning to bear fruit. And the Romu- 
lus Central Business District 
Association should receive am- 
ple credit for launching the 
ambitious program. 

The RCBDA, with a charter 
membership of eight business- 
men who contributed $12,000 for 
a study and then picked up $6,000 
in additional monies from the 
city, saw the potential in the re- 
vitalization. 

“The revitalization must suc- 
ceed if downtown Romulus is to 
be preserved and strengthened 
to become a more vital link in 
providing goods and services,” 
the study noted. The study was 
prepared by Christopher Wzac- 
ny and Associates, city planners 
for Romulus. 

The study also noted that in the 
36 square miles which represents 
the City of Romulus there is only 
one commercial area that can be 
characterized as a shopping cen- 
ter — the "Old Downtown". 

Without downtown, Romulus 
would be a city without any com- 
mercial focus, void of the prin- 
cipals attributed to a city that 
has approximately 21,000 resi- 
dents. 

The leaders of the RCBDA, 
Chet Asberry, former owner of 
Greenbriar Market, Doug Baum 
Funeral Home, Louis Blitz, prior 
owner of Romulus Auto Supply,' 
Leo Kalota, Manufactueres 
National Bank. Tony Kopas, 
Romulus Hardware, Felix 
Rogalle. Attorney, Bill Simonds, 
Bilmar’s Supermarket and Ken 


Whise, Family Pharmacy, were 
the key to the project. 

Two more recent members 
are: Joyce Palmer, Arc Real 
Estate, Inc., and Midge Prybyla. 
Beautification Chairperson 
Officers of the RCLDA are, Bill 
Simonds, President, Joyce Pal- 
mer, Secretary and Ken Whise, 
Treasurer. 

“A successful revitalization 
process will ensure that Romu- 
lus does not become a City with- 
out a heart, a city without a 
downtown or commercial cen- 
ter. And if success is achieved, 
the city will benefit , if it fails , the 
City can only be hurt”, Mrs. Pal- 
mer said. 


A central business district that 
succeeds means demand for 
more floor space, increased ren- 
tals and occupancy and property 
values and, consequently, grea- 
ter revenues through property 
and business taxes. 

“Furthermore, the character 
and vitality of a commercial dis- 
trict directly influences the 
viability, value and stability of 
residential properties and other 
investments in the vicinity. A de- 
caying district is a first sure sig- 
nal thgt deterioration will occur 
in adjoining residential areas if 
remedial action is not taken. 

The failure of revitalization 
hap directly opposite implica- 
tions. Revenues to the city de- 


cline while the cost of providing I 
municipal services to the district 
increases. 

The businesses and city have 
joined together to work toward 
solving the problems and de- 
ficiencies which exist. Revita- 
lization. however, is not one ac- 
tion nor even a set of actions ; it is 
a continuing process. It requires 
commitment and diligence over 
a long period of time by both the 
city and the business commun- 
ity. The city’s role is imperative, 
for only the city has the legal au- 
thority and resources necessary 
to control and implement many 
of the needed improvement ac- 
tions.

Schools ask 
for teacher 
concessions 

A "distressed and angry ” Romu- 
lus teachers’ union apparently is 
ready to fight the school board and 
the administration if a reported 
proposal for a 22 percent across- 
the-board salary cutback becomes 
a negotiations' issue. 

In a release to its members, the 
Wayne County Michigan Education 
Association, which represents the 
local teachers, pointed out that “On 
Sept. 21. one week after passage of 
the millage renewal, representa- 
tives of the board (school board) 
presented the union with a proposal 
to reduce teachers’ salaries by 22 
percent. 

“The freeze discussions were offi- 
cially killed. Management was pur- 
suing a course which the parents' 
groups indicated was '. . . not the 
answer to relieving our pain 

“Management was taking the 
hard line' that the parents' groups 
cautioned ... will create irrepar- 
able damage to the relationship 
. . .’ ”, the MEA release stated. 

Contacted by the Romulus Ro- 
man, Superintendent of Schools 
William Bedell said that the board 
did ask for some concessions from 
the teachers. 

“We are asking the teachers for 
some needed and crucial conces- 
sions so that this school district can 
survive and remain afloat economi- 
cally. At this point we re at the 
negotiating table. What course 
those talks will take is very impor- 
tant to each and every resident and 
student in this city,” Dr. Bedell 
said. 

The teachers had agreed upon a 
“salary freeze” during the recent 
campaign to get voter approval of a 
tax renewal. The millage renewal 
was defeated in the annual school 
election, but was again placed on 
the ballot on Sept. 13. It gained voter 
support at that time. 

The MEA release concludes, 
”... that the union has no choice but 
to protect the interests of its 
teachers by reverting to a more 
aggressive approach to bargaining. 
Its initial demands are considered a 
necessary and appropriate re- 
sponse to the initial proposal of the 
Board.”

Romulus resident 
wins scholarship 


Two lawsuits against Wayne 
County, perhaps concluding this 
week, might jeopardize the borrow- 
ing of $10 million and add to the un- 
certainty of payday schedules, said 
Samuel A Turner, the chairman of 
the County Board of Commis- 
sioners. 

The County is enduring a cash- 
flow shortage . temporarily relieved 
by the borrowing of $10 million two 
weeks ago. but Turner said $10 mil- 
lion more is needed to assure unin- 
terrupted paydays through Nov. 30. 

Both suits come from Council 25 
of the American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal Em- 
ployees (AFSCME). which repre- 
sents about 75 percent of the Coun- 
ty *s 3400 employees. One asks for 
the immediate payment of a cost-of- 
living allowance (COLA) due since 
August, the other would rescind the 
layoffs of about 180 employees dis- 
placed on Oct. 4. 

The layoffs were conditions in a 
deficit-riddance plan required by 
the State Municipal Finance Com- 
mission before granting permission 
to borrow the first $10 million. Tur- 
ner pointed out. He said that if the 
layoffs are rescinded, the County 
would stand little chance of reciev- 
ing permission to borrow an addi- 
tional $10 million. 

Turner said the payment of COLVv 
probably would not jeopardize 
more borrowing, but would likd-y 
cause delayed paydays For the 
payment due in August. COLA 
would amount to more than $800 per 
eligible employee 

That amount is calculated on 480 
hours costing $1 68 each hour based 
on the federal cost-of-living index 
for that period In addition, the 
County owes for 560 hours at a cost 
yet to be determined by County fis- 
cal officers. 

The layoffs and borrowing are 
necessary because the County is 
facing a $22.3 million deficit which 
the MFC says must be eliminated 
by Dec.. 1983. In earlier reports 
from the County Board of Auditors, 
the deficit had been projected only 
as high as $17.6 million, but the fi- 
gure was revised as the end of the 
fiscal year approaches on Nov 30 
and deliberations begin for spend- 
ing in 1982-83. 

Formal hearings on new budget 


recommendations from various 
County departments and agencies 
start this week and will continue 
throughout October and November 
A new budget is scheduled for adop- 
tion by Dec 1. when fresh tax re- 
venues and other monies become 
available. 

Past borrowing and the borrow 
proposed offers this anticipated re- 
venue as collateral. No State funds 
are involved in the borrowing, but 


the MFC must approve all such loan 
requests for all governmental units 
throughout the State. 

Said Turner. It is necessary for 
us to be able to borrow the addition- 
al $10 million if we have to pay 
COLA and maintain paydays as 
scheduled Without the additional 
$10 million we need for both, one or 
the other will have to be sacrificed 
We are taking steps day-by-dav 
to comply with the MFC to qualify 


for borrowing the additional $10 
million '* . 

The $10 million already borrowed 
was through sale of tax anticipation 
notes to the National Bank of De- 
troit at a 9 7 percent interest rate, 
for which the County will pay a 
$352,000 interest charge during a 
four-month loan period specified by 
the MFC According to MFC sti- 
pulations. the loan must be repaid 
bv the end of January. 1983.

Recycling may solve never-ending sludge problem 


EDITOR S NOTE — This is the third and 
final article in a three-part series on land- 
mis). 

The media's emphasis on hazar- 
dous waste, irate residents, and 
covert dumping of poisonous mate- 
rials has dimmed its desire to tell 
the other side of the story. Public 
confusion and fear, as a result, are 
hindering the search for new land- 
fill acreage by county officials. 

With two of five county landfills 
nearly exhausted and solid waste 
piling up at the rate of 35.000 cubic 
yards per day — enough to pack Ti- 
ger Stadium every two weeks — the 
43 communities in Wayne County 
may find themselves scampering to 
find places to hide their rubbish. 

Outcounty residents, confused 
over Public Acts 641 and 64, are uni- 
fied in their resistance to the de- 
velopment or enlargement of pre- 
sent landfills unless they are cer- 
tain their areas will not be tainted 
by poisonous wastes. 

“Creating safe landfills is not 


nearly as exciting as finding pollu- 
tants," County Commissioner Clar- 
ence R. Young, Chairman of the 
county’s Solid Waste Managment 
Committee, observed “But the day 
the rubbish collector fails to make 
his weekly rounds will be the day 
when safe landills become a head- 
line issue," he said. 

The 13-member Wayne County 
Solid Waste Management Commit- 
tee must come up with a master 
plan by July, 1983. 

"The ultimate key to the prob- 
lem" asserted Maurice Roach. 
Director of the county's Planning 
Commission, "is resource recovery 
— the ability to convert the refuse 
into useable energy or by-products. 
So far, 25 cities and townships have 
developed parts of such plans,” he 
added. 

Wayne County’s master waste 
management 5 and 20 year plan in- 
cludes a number of goals and objec- 
tives calculated to protect the 
health, safety and welfare of its

citizens in insuring that all environ- 
mental law's, rules and regulations 
are adhered to and enforced.

Natural Resources (M-DNR) by the 
year's end. George Schutte, that 
County 's Supervisor of Solid Waste . 
has had to face the wrath of angry 
residents and local governmental 
officials as have members of 
Wayne County's Solid Waste Man- 
agement Committee. 

"The five and twenty year plan is 
designed to lead Wayne County to- 
ward the objective or relying less on 
sanitary landfills and more on re- 
source recovery,” Roach said. 

Landfill sites in Canton. Van 
Buren and Sumpter ownships and 
the City of Riverview are the main 
recipients of county refuse with 
some being sent to Salem ownship 
in Washtenaw County and to 
Macomb County. 


Resource recovery is not new and 
received only scant consideration 
until gas shortages and high prices 
in the mid '70 s resulted in crash 
programs to develop other sources 
of energy 

Now, with the availability of 
gasoline and oil . the search by large 
corporations and the federal gov- 
ernment to create alternate fuels 
from coal and exotic gases has 
given way to programs to convert 
our solid waste materials into 
cheap energy and reuseable pro- 
ducts. 

Recycling centers for used oil 
have popped up in 154 county loca- 
tions. An estimated 4 million gal- 
lons are dumped annually in Wayne 
County and until now, most of it has 


been poured down drains, in vacant 
lots and along river banks and 
swamps Nearly every community 
in Wayne County has from one to 41 
such recycling stations and resi- 
dents have been urged through 
newspaper ads and mail to make 
use of these centers. This is, 
perhaps, a minor example of re- 
source recovery, but it is a start. 

Five communities composing the 
Central Wayne County Sanitation 
Authority — Inkster. Wayne, Wes- 
talnd. Garden City and Dearhorn 
Heights — are preparing plans to 
eliminate air pollution at their in- 
cinerator plant and add on gener- 
ator and turbine units to provide 
electric power for Edison and

WHY REPLACE MISSING TEETH? 


Why is it so essential 
that missing teeth be re- 
placed. even if they are in 
a part of the mouth that 
doesn't show? 

For starters, the teeth 
on either side of the space 
may drift into the space 
and close it. This is un- 
healthy. since the roots of 
our teeth are designed to 
absorb stress in a vertical 
direction. When a tooth 
tilts, it is no longer taking 
the stress the way nature 
intended The result may 
be periodontal pockets 
(separation between gum 
and teeth) causing food 
traps, gum disease and de- 
cay. This will require 
further dental treatment 
and, possibly, premature 
loss of these additional 
teeth 

Also there is the prob- 
lem of the tooth directly 


above or below the space. 
Without the bite pressure 
on it, it may move upward 
or downward into the open 
space, causing a problem 
of tripping the teeth as you 
move the jaw from side to 
side This will tend to 
loosen the adjoining teeth 
and lead to further lost 
teeth In a nutshell, if you 
have missing teeth, they 
should be replaced as soon 
as possibly to prevent the 
•'Domino Effect” of furth-

A great accompaniment to the shrimp dish is a very flavorful rice. 
Butter, sliced celery and onions, minced parsley and lemon peel will bring 
their magic to this cereal . Serve with crusty rolls, fruit or green salad and a 
sherbet to complete the menu. 

SCAMPI CAPRICCIO DI DIANA 
(Shrimp in Mornay Sauce) 

4 servings 

MORNAY SAUCE: 

2Vz tablespoons butter 
3 tablespoons all-purpose flour 
2 tablespoons chopped green onions with tops 
V/t cups milk 
V 2 cup whipping cream 
x z teaspoon salt 
Dash white pepper 
Vz teaspoon lemon juice 
Vn teaspoon nutmeg 
1 cup (4 oz.) shredded Swiss cheese 

1 pound medium to large shrimp, cooked and cleaned 

2 tablespoons grated Parmesan cheese 

Chopped parsley Paprika 

Preheat Oven to 350 degrees. Melt butter over low heat Blend in flour 
and onion and cook, stirring constantly, until roux bubbles for 2 minutes. 
Remove from heat Meanwhile, heat milk almost to boiling Pour hot milk 
all at once into roux, stirring vigorously to blend well Bring to a boil over 
medium heat, stirring constantly. Boil and stir 1 minute Reduce heat.

Aren’t U.S. budget 
priorities mixed-up 

May I offer my comments to last week's “The Other Side of the 
Meridian”, namely, “What Price Freedom?” 

I d like to reiterate managing editor's Tom Mooradian's last ques- 
tion: ‘ But what price are we willing to pay for our freedom?" 

The federal budget reflects our government's priorities and the 
amount for each activity reflects what is important to us. 

Yet is this our budget as citizens? U.S. military spending in 1982 is 
$187.5 billion whereas 1982 spending on anti-hunger programs will total 
$21.2 billion. 

We’ve made a trade-off, yet ironically if we would feed the hungry 
here and abroad, new economic growth and quality of life would dispel 
the need for the increase in military strength. 

From 1982 budget : 

• $35 million added to equip missile silos with long-lasting batteries to 
provide electrical power for days after nuclear attack The Sup- 
plemental Feeding Program for Women. Infants and Children (WIC) 
was cut $40 million. 

• $2 billion was added to the budget for building 100 more B-l bombers 
which will be obsolete in 5 years — while in the meantime the Food 
Stamp Program was cut $2.4 billion 

• For 1983 budget in foreign aid contains an increase of $450 million in 
military-related aid for Pakistan while it cuts $7.5 million from the 
Peace Corps and $15.5 million from UN International Children’s 
Emergency Fund (UNICEF). (Figures from the August issue. “Bread 
For the World”.) 

Please write letters to Congress and encourage representatives to 
speak our minds on needs.

Nuclear freeze 


Dear editor: 

Soon Michigan will vote on a 
proposal calling for a freeze on 
nuclear arms. Though not bind- 
ing, the vote is crucial because its 
fate will send a message to U.S. 
leaders and to friends, foes and 
neutrals overseas. So far we’ve 
been flooded with inaccurate 
propaganda for a freeze. But we 
have heard little about the weigh- 
ty arguments against it — most 
importantly, that a freeze is more 
likely to cause nuclear war than 
prevent it. 

I’m Tiot a nuclear warfare ex- 
pert. But I’ve studied the issue 
enough to become the next best 
thing — an expert on phony ex- 
perts. I will describe some tell- 
tale signs people can use to judge 
which side of this issue has the 
phonies. 

First, behavior: if the ‘expert’’ 
avoids the real issues; discusses 
only the obvious, the irrelevant 
and the unimportant; relies on 
emotional appeals; and is reluc- 
tant to let the other side talk — 
look out, you’ve got a phony 
Check credentials closely. Very 
few nuclear physicists, political 
, scientists or medical doctors are 
nuclear war experts. Unless spe- 
cializing in military issues, most 
wouldn t recognize a H-bomb if it 
appeared in their bathtubs. 

Be alert for irrelevant argu- 
ments. Some arguments to sup- 
port the freeze 

Some pacifists use the freeze as 
a subterfuge to entice people onto 
a path leading (they hope) to 
adoption of their philosophy — 
that it is better to die than to kill, 
and thus wrong to resist aggres- 
sion. (Force a freeze activist to 
tell you how he would get the Rus- 
sians to cooperate He may 
astound you by admitting he real- 
ly doesn t know and moreover, 
doesn t care Thus is unmasked 
the dishonest pacifist whose real 
motive is not to prevent war to 
save American lives, but rather to 
con Americans into adopting a 
policy of meek surrender ) 
Forget budget arguments If 
money were the issue, we would 
vote on a budget freeze and let the 
generals decide which weapons to 
buy. Since this proposal specifies 


freezing one type of weapon, the 
issue is strategy — not budget. 

(Anyway, defense spending is a 
social welfare program, as surely 
as social security. Ask any Afghan 
if the Russian threat is a figment 
of someone’s imagination. The 
Russians really do murder, rape, 
rob and oppress people if given a 
chance. Effective defense to pre- 
vent that is our most important 
welfare program. Defense spend- 
ing is for people, not machines. 
There are Americans in those 
ships, planes and tanks. We owe 
them good equipment. Tightwad- 
ding on defense kills U.S. sol- 
diers.) 

Best way to identify phonies is 
to learn enough abut nuclear arms 
to spot their outrageous errors. 
The most common involve grossly 
exaggerating the size and power 
of nuclear weapons and the nuc- 
lear arsenal. Examples: 

MYTH: We have more nuclear 
arms than we need. FACT: We 
need a big arsenal. There are 
more targets in the U S S R, than 
we have warheads for. Also, in 
real war, some missiles won’t 
fire, some warheads won’t ex- 
plode, many will miss the target, 
some will be destroyed on the 
ground or in flight. ( Russia has an 
anti-missile system, though we 
don t). So we need extra ones to 
compensate for failures and los- 
ses. Also, to insure survivability 
and penetration, we need extra 
weapons for our redundant Triad 
of bombers, ICBMs and missle 
subs. 

Lastly, we must stockpile va- 
rious kinds of short-range arms in 
various places to meet different 
emergencies 

MYTH: One H-bomb is more 
destructive than all bombs drop- 
ped in World War II FACT: Can 
one H-bomb destroy both Berlin 
and Tokyo, plus scores of other 
major cities 0 The World War II 
bombs did. so they must have 
been more destructive than a 
whole lot of H-bombs The anti- 
nuclear people only know how to 
compare raw yield (megaton 
nage > . but that is a lousy indicator 
of destructiveness The true mea-

On this cluttered, disorganized 
desk is a note that reads: “Mr. Mor- 
ris called. He wants to meet with you 
to discuss your editorial about the 
PCHA refund.” 

In recent weeks the newspaper had 
expressed its opinion that the Peo- 
ples Community Hospital Authority 
should refund the mass reserves it 
has accumulated over the years. 

Mr. Morris, who was the City of 
Romulus' representative to the 
PCHA board, wanted to straighten 
out this misguided youth and lead the 
debate from generalizations to speci- 
fics. 

But the soft-spoken civic leader, 
who served the community of Romu- 
lus as a member of the Board of 
Education for more than 25 years 
and the county and state in various 
capacities, never kept his appoint- 
ment. 

Carl suffered a fatal heart-attack. 

From across the country and state, 
they came to praise Mr. Morris 
yesterday.

^ure, equivalent megatonnage, is 
a function of the cube root of raw 
yield. A 20-megaton bomb is not 
1,000 times as destructive as a 20- 
kilotonner 

Actually it will destroy only 100 
.times the area and its destructive 
radius is only 10 times as great. 

MYTH: Overkill (we have 
enough bombs to kill all mankind 
several times). FACT: Balder- 
dash. That’s not even what over- 
kill means. Professionals use the 
term only to mean the ratio of 
weapons to a given target list. It 
never meant the ability to kill off 
mankind, except to uninformed 
amateurs. No serious expert 
thinks a nuclear war would exter- 
minate mankind In World War II 
we made enough bullets to kill all 
mankind 20 times Yet our bullets 
killed very few people, because 
most either were never fired or 
missed. Hard as most laymen find 
it to grasp, the same applies to 
H-bombs : you have to hit people to 
kill them (The Mount St. Helen 
explosion equalled 500 A-bombs, 
yet less than 100 died.) Remote 
areas, even in the U.S and 
U S S R., would be quite safe. 
Even in target cities, many would 
survive Fallout and ozone deple- 
tion effects are much overblown 
Fallout is dangerous, but real ex- 
perts think it would kill only a 
small fraction of mankind 
Doomsday talk about ozone deple- 
tion comes from a 1975 report dis- 
credited by recent research Even 
freeze activists, while screaming 

overkill,” quote studies showing 
millions of survivors in the U.S. 
and U S S R 

MYTH: Exaggerated bomb 
effects (kill distances, firestorms, 
ridiculing civil defense, etc ) 
FACT: Even the biggest bombs 
(which are rare) cause only tri- 
vial damage (sunburn on bare 
skin) at 40-45 miles Serious dam- 
age range is much shorter 
Dangerous range of the much 
more numerous small warheads 
is even less Firestorms are un- 
likely because U.S cities don t 
contain enough fuel per square 
foot Civil defense is effective 
Even ridiculed steps like duck 


and cover” (jumping in a ditch, 
etc.) could save many lives as 
close as 1-2 miles from ground 
zero. 

MYTH: Nuclear war in “un- 
winnable” and ‘ unthinkable.” 
FACT: A limited nuclear war 
would be quite “winnable,” and 
assertions that nuclear war can- 
not be limited are arrogant, un- 
provable speculation Though 
there is no guarantee nuclear war 
would be limited, it certainly 
could be. Arguing that nuclear 
war is and must remain unthink- 
able”— often used (ironically) to 
denounce less destructive 
weapons, on grounds they make 
war “more thinkable” — is pure 
daydreaming. Soviet military 
literature shows plainly that they 
have no trouble thinking about 
nuclear war. They are sure a big 
nuclear war, while costly, would 
end in Soviet victory and a Com- 
munist world. When a Russian 
general published a book with one 
sentence hinting that nuclear war 
might be unwinnable. that line 
was censored out of all later edi- 
tions. Since it only takes one side 
to start a war. it doesn t matter 
what we think. As long as the Rus- 
sians consider nuclear war think- 
able, it is 

If you think some of this seems 
immaterial to the freeze issue, 
you are right. All agree nuclear 
arms are terrible: why belabor 
the point? So why did freeze sup- 
porters raise these issues 0 Why do 
they obscure the real issue with 
ir relevancies? Why exaggerate 0 
Isn’t the truth frightening 
enough 0 

These questions undermine the 
movement s credibility, for there 
are only two possible answers 
freeze supporters are either 
ignorant or dishonest Either way . 
they aren t qualified to lead us on 
such a critical issue 

Most are just uninformed But 
the leaders should know better 
They deliberately use wild-eyed 
exaggerations to terrify us into 
supporting something we would 
never favor after careful reflec- 
tion Knowing their policy is intel- 
lectually bankrupt they use emo- 


tionalism to sell it. Should we 
mortgage our families’ safety to a 
policy based on emotional shout- 
ing of inaccurate statements ab- 
out irrelevant issues? 

So what is relevant 0 Only this: 
will a freeze make us safe? In fact, 
the sloppy Michigan proposal 
would make war both more likely 
and more destructive. 

First, it would freeze the wrong 
things. Just freezing weapons 
numbers wouldn t be so bad. But it 
would also ban arms moderniza- 
tion. It is so sweeping that it might 
even bar replacement of existing 
equipment that wears out or is 
damaged. 

It would ban the Trident sub- 
marine, cruise missile and Stealth 
bomber, whose superior surviva- 
bility and accuracy would make 
war less likely and less damaging. 
(Survivability makes it less likely 
by making our deterrent more 
credible. Accuracy makes it less 
horrible by permitting use of 
smaller warheads ) 

Moreover, in their infinite milit- 
ary ignorance, freeze drafters 
chose words that could even be 
taken to ban production of some 
conventional weapons. “Nuclear 
delivery systems” could mean 
any system capable of delivering 
nukes, even if not built for that. 
We might be barred from manu- 
facturing cannons, fighter planes 
— even trucks, since trucks “de- 
liver’ atomic demolition muni- 
tions (used to block roads, tun- 
nels, etc.). 

But the freeze would not pro- 
hibit Russia from upgrading its 
already awesome anti-missile, 
anti-sub and anti-bomber de- 
fenses to make our deterrent 
totally obsolete (We could also 
improve defenses, but a freeze 
would probably lull us into a false 
sense of security and make such 
spending politically impossible.) 

The freeze idea is part of the lar- 
ger fraud that disarmament 
means peace. Disarmament is not 
the road to peace Rather, peace is 
necessary for real disarmament 
Arms technology cannot be 
wished away Even if arms were 
banned, people would start build- 


ing them again at the first sign of 
trouble. 

Anyway, weapons are a mental 
attitude more than a technology. 
Take away firearms and the guy 
with a hunting bow will rule the 
world Melt all the swords into 
plowshares, and the Russians will 
beat you to death with a plow- 
share. 

Maybe an ingenious disarma- 
nent treaty might reduce some 
risks. But it won’t bring real 
peace . Anyway , devising it is a job 
for professional negotiators with 
enormous experience, expertise 
and discipline — not for unin- 
formed amateurs. 

Let’s face it: few of us really 
understand the great issues of our 
age. We must rely on experts. Our 
duty is to learn enough to vote for 
the real experts. 

Lastly, intentionally or not, the 
freeze movement creates an im- 
age of a panicky America, too ter- 
rified to defend itself. This under- 
mines the faith of allies and neut- 
rals and encourages foes’ aggres- 
siveness. International bullies, 
like schoolyard punks, always 
pick on the weak. If we grow 
weak, or seem unwilling to use our 
power, we will start looking like 
Poland to the Russians. A Soviet 
miscalculation of our courage 
could mean war. Thus, by its 
panicky grasping for peace, the 
freeze movement creates an im- 
age that could actually cause war 

The 1982 Anglo-Argentine war 
showed how misjudging a foe’s 
strength and resolve causes war. 
Argentina watched England un- 
ilaterally disarm for years and de- 
cided she would be easy pickings 
To Argentina’s shock, the Brits 
still had the guts, improvisational 
skills and superb professional 
warriors to punish aggression. 
But England paid a high price for 
sending signals of weakness. 

Let’s not send Russia such a sig- 
nal by thoughtlessly approving the 
naive, poorly conceived, badly 
written, amateurish Michigan 
nuclear freeze proposal. 

It is the path not to heaven, but 
to hell

The essence of “sport’’ is that 
two or more evenly-matched 
opponents agree ( a key word, 
here) to engage in some sort of 
physical endeavor or skill to de- 
termine who is the better, and, 
ultimately, the winner. • Evenly- 
matched” is another key phrase 
— the animal being hunted can 
never be a match for a hunter 
carrying a projectile-weapon 

The range of the weapon ne- 
gates the odds. It ceases being a 
“sport” when projectiles enter 
the picture There is one other 
factor that disqualifies hunting 
from being a “sport”. In an 
actual sporting event, the loser 
rarely dies. If he or she does, it is 
the result of a tragic accident, 
and never an intentional conclu- 
sion 

And if, as some more honest 
hunters admit, they hunt for the 
thrill of downing a “magnificent . 
wild animal I have to be honest 
enough to admit that they are the 
ones who terrify me the most 

There is no sense to killing any- 
thing for fun, let alone in select- 
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this administration and its inept- 
ness and insensitivity to people 
needs. To further advise the 
citizenry, I propose that the 
Mayor and I hold public discus- 
sion on the many problems, in 
Inkster, that he has not re- 
medied. or sought remedy 
therefor. 

Now to again set the record 
straight and refute the 
aforementioned misstatements. 

RESPONSE NO 1 Reads that 
a more reasonable planning 
period was needed among the va- 
rious agencies in order to better 
assess the assistance needed. 
Mayor and Council were advised 
that the Director of Inkster’s 
Parks and Recreation had work- 
ed with all agencies involved in 
ironing out all necessary details .

Finally, a closing paragraph in 
the editorial reads * The fact that 
the grant was not funded is not 
attributable to the availability of 
a signature or to an airline sche- 
dule. but more likely to the 
availability for funding in the 
categories for which they ap- 
plied.” 

I st^te, unrelentingly, this is an 
outright falsification. There is a 
copy of HUD letter, provided by 
Congressman Ford, addressed 
to the City of Inkster, clearly 
stating that the proposal arrived 
1 hour and 31 minutes too late to 
be considered for approval and 
funding. 

I hope this letter will, again, 
place this whole situation in 
proper perspective. I have docu- 
mentation and witnesses to ev- 
erything I’ve said.

Area nursery schools 
to be surveyed 


A sample of households in this 
area will be included in an annual 
survey on education to be taken the 
week of October 18-23, 1982, by the 
Bureau of the Census, U.S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

Robert G. Me William, Director of 
the Bureau’s Regional Office in De- 
troit, states that interviewers will 
visit homes to obtain information 
about current school enrollment at 
al levels, from nursery school 
through college. 

This information helps measure 
current trends in education and 
helps determine the need for addi- 
tional or expanded educational faci- 
lities. The questions on education 
will supplement those asked reg- 
ularly in the monthly survey on em- 
ployment and unemployment con- 


ducted nationwide by the bureau for 
the U.S. Department of Labor. 

Results of the monthly employ- 
ment survey provide current data 
on conditions in the labor force, 
prime indicators of the economic 
health of the country. 

For example, in August, the sur- 
vey indicated that of the 110.6 mil- 
lion men and women in the civilian 
labor force, 99.8 million were em- 
ployed. The nation’s unemploy- 
ment rate was 9.8 percent, the same 
as in July but higher than the rate of 
9.5 percent in May and June. 

Information supplied by indivi- 
duals participating in the survey is 
kept strictly confidential by law and 
the results are used only to compile 
statistical totals.

Yes, Virginia, a family can dine for a reasonable price at the Chicago 
Road House in Dearborn. 

Convincing the public that this classy establishment does cater to a 
family budget has been at times a frustrating experience for owner Jack 
Valian. Simply put, many people are intimidated by the elegant fur- 
nishings and the reputation of this restaurant, which is located at 21400 
Michigan Ave. (west of Southfield). 

“It seems like everyday we see someone come in the front door, take one 
look around and leave,*’ lamented Valian. “They just don’t believe they 
can afford to eat here or maybe they don’t feel they’re dressed right. And 
that’s just not the case.’’ 

Not the case at all. For the Chicago Road House has a dining area and a 
menu to suit nearly every taste. 

The Loop Room is a perfect setting for that special meal or an important 
business gathering, complete with a decor from the Art Nouveau period 
(1890-1920). Various artifacts, etch glass pieces and a white marble statue 
and base from Florence, Italy add to the dining experience. 

Overlooking the Rouge River, the Road House’s new informal room — 
Windows on the Rouge — places an emphasis on casual attire, moderate 
prices and the look of the 1980’s. This dining area encompasses stylish 
tables and booths, an overhanging outdoor deck with lights for the evening, 
and a decor that leads itself to relaxation. 

Dinners served in Windows on the Rouge and 
the adjoining Gold Coast Cafe range from $5.95 
* to $9.95 and include such entrees as shish kabob, 
tenderloin tips, rainbow trout, frog legs, jumbo 
shrimp and Alaska king crab legs and prime rib. 

Salad, baked potato, fries or rice pilaf accom- 
pany the dinner specialties. 

Sandwiches (French dip, club, stacked Ger- 
man ham, to name a few), omelettes (four egg 
selections for $4.50) and soups are plentiful. 

Salads include spinach, Greek, shrimp, fruit 
and chef's varieties. 

Nachos are a Chicago Road House favorite 
( $4 .65 ) and come in several concoctions — pizza , 

Mexi, BLT, Loop (ham, cheese, onions, green 
peppers, tomato, lettuce), Greek, seafood and 
Vege. Potato skins ($3.25) also come with a vari- 
ety of toppings. 

A complete wine list, dessert drinks and flam- 
ing coffees provide a nice touch to the dining 
' experience as do the extensive list of desserts, 
ranging from cheese cake ($1.45) and walnut 
torte ($1.45) to apple strudel ($2.25) and such 
flaming specialties prepared tableside as cher- 
ries jubilee and peaches and cream. Scoops of 
Haagen Dazs ice cream provide a happy ending 
to any meal. 

For the youngsters there’s a special menu 
featuring hamburger, wing dings or fried 
shrimp. 

Birthdays are special occasions at the Chica- 
go Road House, which offers persons a com- 
plimentary dinner on their birthday or on Mon- 
day or Tuesday in the week of their birthday 
when a second dinner of equal or greater value is 
purchased.

Special 
victory 
for Glenn 

Oct 15, 1977. 

Jimmy Carter was President, gas 
prices were $1.10 a gallon and 
climbing, the New York Yankees 
were in the midst of a comback in 
the World Series and the Concorde 
was still four days away from its 
first landing in the United States. 

October 15, 1977 was also very 
special for the players, fans and 
coaches of the Rockets of Westland 
John Glenn. For. on that date, they 
defeated the North Farmington 
Raiders. 17-8, under the direction of 
first year head coach Chuck Gor- 
don. It would be 1819 days before the 
Rockets would have that opportun- 
ity again. 

In 1978, the Raiders defeated the 
Rockets in the now famous 9-7 
Homecoming loss on Friday the 
13th; in 1979, the Raiders beat the 
Rockets 17-7, and in 1980, the two 
teams hooked up in a triple over- 
time duel only to see the Rockets 
lose a heart-breaker, 28-21. Last 
year, the Rockets were dealt their 
only loss, 14-6. 

But all those frustrations came to 
an end last Friday night as the 
Rockets, using a defense that re- 
fused to break and some big plays 
on offense, blanked the Raiders, 12- 
0, before a standing room only 
crowd of over 6000 Homecoming 
spectators at Kionka Field. 

Coach Gordon, who with the vic- 
tory became Glenn's all-time win- 
ningest coach with 36 victories said. 
“It turned out the way we expected. 
They are the best team we have 
played to this point. They’re ex- 
tremely well-coached. We’re 
pleased with the win.” 

The victory was only the sixth 
time that the Rockets have defeated 
the Raiders in 18 years but it was 
probably the most satisfying be- 
cause it came at the end of a long 
dry spell. 

North Farmington entered the 
contest with a very atypical 1-3 re- 
cord, 1-1 in the Northwest Suburban 
League. Their defense has been the 
strength of the team thus far this 
season having only been blown out 
of one game, the previous week 
when they lost to Livonia Franklin, 
20-0. The Raider offense has been, 
at best, lukewarm. 

Led by quarterback Matt She- 
pard (5-9, 140, Sr.), and running 
backs Eric Collier (5-9, 150, Sr.) and 
Kenn Goss (6-0, 200, Jr.), the Raid- 
ers have moved the ball well be- 
tween the two 20-yard lines. But 
for the most part, they have failed 
to cash in on their opportunities. 

But it was the Rocket offense that 
got first crack at the Raider defense 
that Gordon described as “good, 
quick, and get to the ball in a 
hurry.” 

Fortunately for the Rockets, the 
Raiders didn't get to the ball quick 
enough on the first series.

Quarterback Jeff Hawley, who in 
1977 was a 6th grader at Albert 
Schweitzer Elementary School, 
didn't even wait until everybody 
had sat down . He took the snap from 
center Dave Green, stepped back 
into the pocket and fired a pass 
downfield toward receiver Rob Bell 
standing on North's 45-yeard line. 

Bell caught the pass and raced 
the rest of the way to score Glenn’s 
first touchdown of the evening For 
Bell, it was his second TD of the 
year, and for Hawley his fifth TD 
pass of the year Todd Jennings, re- 
turning from the injury list, missed 
(See GLENN.
